Gamma radiation? 
Act of God? The 
Bean will survive 

The tallest building in the world, the Burj Khalifa in Dubai— a testa- 
ment to Dubai’s hyper-inflated financial bubble— had to shut down 
only a month after opening due to electrical problems and a host of 
other issues, according to the Associated Press. 

This just confirms what I’ve long suspected: That the actual greatest 
monument in the world is the Bean in Chicago. This mostly has to do 
with disaster movies, but we’ll get to that in a second.

They’d track its 
cool, clear reflective surface from every angle, jumping around in awe at 
their funny little reflections. 

“That is one God-almighty amazing bean,” a friend of mine once said 
with 100 percent sincerity 

And as I said, the reason the Bean is such a kick-ass, throat-stomping 
piece of art has to do with disaster movies. 

What always happens in disaster movies? Famous monuments get 
destroyed. The Statue of Liberty, the Eiffel Tower, the White House— 
these things are always getting blown up, buried in snow and drowned by 
the sea, among other things. 

But what the hell are you going to do to our Bean? Huh, Roland 
Emmerich? 

Let’s say a “20i2”-style disaster comes to Chicago; what will happen? 
What’s it going to do? Flip our Bean over? Then it’ll just be a crazy awe- 
some Bean on its back! But guess what, beans don’t even have backs. 
Chew on that. 

Oh, and global warming is going to melt the polar ice caps and drown 
the world? BED- you’ll just see the Bean floating along the newly 
immersed world, looking as sweet and badass as ever. 

Aliens will land on the planet a thousand years from now and all they’ll 
find is our Bean bobbing in the sea, and they’ll say, “Damn. That is one 
mind-blowing, eye-popping, panty-dropping, soul-stopping Bean. Look 
how funny it makes your reflection look!”

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Protesters

Valentine’s Day captured passion of another 
kind— the ire of Chicago motorists who joined 
a nationwide protest Sunday against red-light 
cameras. 

Nearly two dozen protesters armed with 
posters took over the southeast corner of West 
Addison Street and North Western Avenue. 
They called for drivers to honk their horns 
to protest communities they say are using the 
cameras, which snap photos of drivers running 
red lights, to generate revenue rather than 
reducing crashes. 

“They’re stealing our money,” car passenger 
Adrian Cruz shouted out his window. 

Scott Tucker, who organized the protest 
and is the Republican candidate for the nth 
District state House seat, said he’s supporting 
pending legislation to rid automated ticketing 
machines in Illinois. 

“It’s a quality-of-life issue,” said Tucker, 37, of 
Roscoe Village. “It’s taking money out of our 
pockets and putting it into a wasteful govern- 
ment economy rather than keeping it in the 
free enterprise system” and creating jobs. 

Chicago Department of Transportation 
spokesman Brian Steele said the cameras are 
“first and foremost about safety” and have 
been since the city launched the program in 
2003. 

Rostelle Reese, 56, of Grand Crossing, said 
he has received three $100 tickets from run- 
ning red lights and is scared that he’ll be rear- 
ended if he slams on his brakes when a traffic 
light turns yellow. But it’s either that or risk 
getting another ticket, he said. 

“I don’t know whether to have an accident 
or continue through,” Reese said.

IRAGEDY IN CICERO 

AT LEAST 7 DEAD IN SUNDAY MORNING APARTMENT HOUSE FIRE

A Sunday morning fire tore through a Cicero 
apartment house, killing at least seven peo- 
ple, including a newborn and three other 
children. 

The fire, one of the deadliest residential 
blazes in the Chicago area in recent years, 
spread to nearby buildings in the 3000 
block of 48th Court and left more than 
20 people homeless. The cause of the blaze was 
unknown. Officials said they also will be looking 
at how many families were living in the house. 

The inferno took the lives of a 3-day-old 
baby boy, a 3-year-old boy and 16 -year-old 
male and female twins, said Ray Hanania, 
Cicero town spokesman. Also dead were a 
20 -year-old man, a 19 -year-old woman and 
an 18 -year-old woman, he said. 

Those lost in the fire included Byron Reed, 
20, his girlfriend Sallie Gist, 19, and their sons 
Rayshawn Reed, 3, and Byron Reed, 3 days old 
, Hanania and Amy Simmons, sister of Byron 


Reed, said. 

Hanania and Simmons said the victims 
also included Gist’s brother and sister, 
16 -year-old twins Elijah Gist Jr. and Elisha 
Gist; and family friend Tiera Davidson, 18. 

The relatives had gathered at the apart- 
ment to celebrate the birthday of the father 
of one of the victims and the return home of 
infant Byron Reed, a family spokesman said. 

Relatives and friends said they were griev- 
ing those who perished in the flames. 

“Right now, the family is praying,” said 
Patrick Lewis, who said he was a cousin of 
the victims. “You can imagine a mother los- 
ing her children. {The victims’ relatives are} 
really, really grieving.” 

Lewis said the victims were “loving peo- 
ple, young people growing up and just loving 
life.” So many deaths coming to one family 
was an unimaginable tragedy, he said. 

The victims are scheduled to undergo 
autopsies Monday at the Cook County med- 


ical examiner’s office. They were thought to 
have died in the rear second floor or attic 
portions of the building, the same location 
where early indicators show the fire may 
have begun, Hanania said. 

“The investigators will carefully look at 
the circumstances of the building,” he said, 
adding that there was not necessarily wrong- 
doing in the zoning or partitioning of the 
apartments. “When you lose so many people 
like this in one building, I think it justifies a 
close examination.” 

The scene of the fire, which Hanania said 
was called in to 911 at about 6:30 a.m., was 
alternately frantic Sunday— with family mem- 
bers searching for information about miss- 
ing loved ones— and somber, as firefighters 
painstakingly sifted through the debris left 
in the destroyed building. Authorities said 
the blaze started in the rear of a building at 
3034 48th Court, where an unknown number 
of people were staying.

Civilians killed when 
rockets hit house 


B MARJAH, Afghanistan Twelve Afghans died 
Sunday when two rockets fired at insur- 
gents missed their target and struck a house 
during the second day of NATO’s most ambi- 
tious effort yet to break the militants’ grip on 
the country’s dangerous south. 

In the town of Marjah, the focal point of the 
operation, Marines and Afghan troops battled 
through sniper fire and an afternoon sandstorm 
Sunday that cut down their visibility to a few 
feet. 

They tried to advance through the town, 
clearing houses one by one of explosives. But 
gunfire forced them numerous times to take 
cover in drab mudbrick compounds that 
they hadn’t yet cleared of booby-traps. To the 
north, U.S. Army troops fought skirmishes with 
Taliban fighters, calling in a Cobra attack heli- 
copter against the insurgents. 

NATO said two rockets from a High 
Mobility Artillery Rocket System were aimed at 
insurgents firing on Afghan and NATO forces, 
but struck i,ooo feet off their intended target. 
The rockets struck a house, killing 12 civilians, 
NATO said. 

The civilian deaths were a blow to NATO 
and the Afghan government’s attempts to win 
the allegiance of Afghans and get them to turn 
away from the insurgents.

“We deeply regret this tragic loss of life,” said 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, the top commander 
in Afghanistan. “The current operation in cen- 
tral Helmand is aimed at restoring security 
and stability to this vital area of Afghanistan. 
It’s regrettable that in the course of our joint 
efforts, innocent lives were lost.” 


BACKGROUND 

The offensive, called “Moshtarak,” or 
“Together,” is the biggest joint operation 
since the 2001 U.S.-led invasion of 
Afghanistan, with 15,000 troops involved, 
including some 7,500 in Marjah itself.

Professor acted normal 
before shootings 

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. An Alabama professor 
accused of shooting six colleagues was vocal 
in her resentment for being denied tenure and the 
looming loss of her teaching post, though rela- 
tives and students said she had never suggested 
she might become violent. 

Not even Amy Bishop’s husband knew she 
might turn violent, according to the man’s father. 

Everyone from family and friends to her students 
at the University of Alabama in Huntsville said 
the intelligent and at times awkward teacher seemed normal in the hours 
before police say she opened fire in a faculty meeting Friday afternoon, 
leaving three dead and another three wounded. 

Jim Anderson— the father of Bishop’s husband, James Anderson— told 
The Associated Press on Sunday his son had no idea Bishop was planning 
the bloodshed she’s accused of 

Meanwhile it was reported that in 1986, Bishop shot and killed her 18- 
year-old brother with a shotgun at their Braintree, Mass., home. She told 
police then that she had been trying to learn how to use the gun, which 
her father had bought for protection, when it accidentally discharged.

The crash wasn’t exactly Paul Buck’s finest moment. 

As he raced down the icy ramp temporarily constructed in Grant 
Park for a weekend tournament as part of the city’s Snow Days, the 
22-year old self-described semi-pro snowboarder lost his balance 
and fell flat on his back, landing in a snow angel-like pose. But 
instead of cursing his luck for re-aggravating the knee he had hyper- 
extended the day before. Buck just grinned. 

“I love snowboarding, and I want to do it every day that I can,” 
said Buck, of Palatine. “So I just wrapped up my knee, grabbed my 
board and came out here.” 

Vancouver may be nearly i, 8 oo miles away, but there are plenty 
of winter warriors like Buck who are going for their own gold in the 
Chicago area. Here’s where they go. ryan smith is a redeye special contributor. 


Curling 

Curling, the unusual Scottish sport that’s been compared to bowling on ice, isn’t 
a joke anymore. 

“The public’s view of curling has changed,” said Kim Jones, manager at the 
Chicago Curling Club. “It got made fun of at first for being something middle- 
aged, overweight people could do, but in the last couple Olympics, they’ve empha- 
sized the strategy and skill of the game.” 

There are several curling clubs around, but the Chicago 
Curling Club in Northbrook is the only stand-alone pri- 
vate club in Illinois. It features four ice sheets where 
you can grab a broom and play 

Mike Miller, 27, of Albany Park, 
got involved in curling while at 
Northwestern and joined the 
Chicago Curling Club after gradua- 
tion because he enjoys the strategy 
and social aspects of the game. 

“Bonspiels {curling tournaments] 
are like a big massive party It’s com- 
petitive, but drinking is a big part of 
it,” said Miller, who noted that the 
club has a full bar. “'You usually do 
two drinks afterward, usually more.”

Skiing/snowboarding 

This should come as little surprise, but 
the fiat-as-a-pancake hills of the Midwest 
don’t compare to the slopes of Colorado 
or Utah when it comes to downhill ski 
and snowboard facilities. 

Nonetheless, there still is plenty of 
no-frills skiing to be found. 

The closest downhill ski spot is Villa 
Olivia in Bartlett, a hill frequent skier 
Curt Kessler, 41, of Logan Square, 
described as “tiny, but decent.” Its quar- 
ter-mile-long hill is open to skiers and 
snowboarders. 

Bob Olsen, president of Viking Ski 
Shop in Logan Square, also suggests an 
hour drive to 'Wilmot Mountain, just 
across the state line in 'Wilmot, Wis. 

“It’s not a high mountain, but it’s quite 
wide, and they do have a few steeper 
runs,” Olsen said. 

Snowboarding is king at Raging 
Buffalo in Algonquin— a sport that park 
owner Keith Duck said has benefited 
from Olympic exposure. 

“It’s been much more visible because 
it’s been in the last few Olympics, and it’s 
not the outlaw sport for teenage males 
it used to be,” he said. “It’s pretty well 
mainstream.” 

Raging Buffalo is famous for its “fea- 
ture park” that contains ramps, table- 
tops, rails and a halfpipe. 

Chelsea Tomlinson, 19, of Barrington, 
rides Raging Buffalo several times 
a week and calls it “a good place to 
learn.” 

“It’s not too big and overwhelming, 
and there are great coaches to help 
you.” 




Speedskating 

Thanks to the exploits of Shani 
Davis (a gold medal-winning 
speedskater and Chicago native) 
and Stephen Colbert (com- 
edy-show-host-turned-Olympic 
sponsor), speedskating is firmly 
on the radar of many Americans 
this year. 


Those who want to try short-track speedskating 
can visit the Robert Crown Ice Rink in Evanston 
with Davis’ former team, the Evanston Speed Skating 
Club. 

Club coach Jim Nubani encourages anyone to try 
two free introductory workouts with them. 

“We’re a grassroots-level club, and it’s pretty infor- 
mal,” Nubani said. ‘All level of skaters are welcome to 
check it out.” 



Ski jumping 

For those who want to feel a little bit like Air Jordan on skis, 
there’s Norge Ski Club in Fox River Grove, one of the few 
ski jumps in the U.S. open to the public, according to club 
president Gene Brown. 

On TV, the ski jump looks almost superhumanly difficult, 
but even the most casual skier can learn to do it with a little 
coaching and perseverance. Brown said. 

“We have plenty of people that come just for fun,” 
Brown said. “Sure, you fall sometimes, but you don’t nec- 
essarily get hurt. It doesn’t get any rougher than hockey 
or football.” 

Novices can come Tuesday and Thursday evenings for les- 
sons from a coach on the basics of the jump, then head to a 
miniature 5-meter hill for practice. 

After gaining your sense of balance and learning the 
basics, you can move on to the 10-, 25-, 40- and, eventually, 
70 -meter jump. 

“When you’re first on the hills, you look down and you’re 
like, ‘Whoa, this looks pretty high.’ It’s not a sport you can 
just start out on the biggest hill,” said Allen Minnehan, 29,

of Lindenhurst, who began jumping at Norgi last year. “It’s 
a good thing about the smaller hills because you can build 
your confidence and work your way up.”

There are 92 amateur men’s league teams at Johnny’s Icehouse and 
more on the way rink owner Tom Moro said.

Bar or restaurant? The latest hot spots 
walk the line between both worlds

The time when fried cheese sticks at a bar (ranch dressing 
on the side, please) was cause for celebration is long gone. To 
thank for that, we have spots such as Andersonville’s Hopleaf, 
which pioneered the notion that Chicago bars could serve 
restaurant-quality food. But until recently you could still tell 
what was what: A bar was a bar and a restaurant was a restau- 
rant, with scripted policies and vibes to match. Now, with 
restaurants eliminating reservations and extending hours, 
and bars bringing in chefs whose repertoires extend beyond 
chicken fingers, the line between the two has blurred. Take 
a look at how the newest bestaurants (What? Does gastro- 
lounge sound better?) are living up to the name. 


THE SOUTHERN

Neighborhood: Bucktown 
lt*s a bar: At this recently opened reconcept of 
Chaise Lounge, bar-style seating dominates, bar 
snacks outnumber entrees and, after the kitchen 
closes at 11 p.m., it’s drinks-only till 2 a.m. most 
nights (3 a.m. Saturdays). There’s a martini on the 
menu called the Woo Woo (right), and if you’re lucky, 
the bartender will demonstrate exactly to how 
to say it when ordering (think part-train horn, part- 
bachelorette-party mating call). 

It*s a restaurant: Chef Cary Taylor, who put in time 
at Blackbird and Ambria, is in the kitchen cooking 
with thoughtfully selected ingredients such as 
kabocha squash with his braised pork ($14) and 
Three Sisters grits in a grilled shrimp dish ($13). 

Even the bar food-think cheese straws (right) with 
pecan butter-has a gourmet sensibility.

Pitchers of basil sangria, ginger mojitos 
and green tea lemonade have happy hour written all over them, while Asian- 
inspired pub grub includes sweet chili chicken wings, tender fried oysters and 
a teriyaki burger. 

It’s a restaurant: Chef Min San came from Lakeview sushi spot Rise and also 
cooks for Sushi Taiyo downstairs. Noodle dishes and yakitori (skewers) served 
on a hibachi grill are more reminiscent of a traditional restaurant, while the 
photo-emblazoned menu is a dead ringer for a takeout joint. It closes at 10 or 
10:30 p.m. on weeknights and 11:30 p.m. on weekends.
